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MARKET  REVIEW 


By  mid-September  the  Department  had  reallocated  all  deficits  to  foreign 
countries  resulting  from  the  increase  of  total  quotas  at  the  end  of 
August  and  previously  announced  deficit  determinations.  A  compar- 
ison of  supplies  provided  for  calendar  year  1962  with  1961  quota  charges 
is  shown  in  the  following  table:

The  total  of  1962  quotas  shown  in  the  table  is  the  annual  requirements  of 
9,900,000  less  57,000  tons  of  unfilled  balances  that  expired  on  June 
30,  1962  and  about  5,000  tons  not  yet  reallocated  from  sugar  importing 
countries  . 

The  spot  price  of  raw  sugar  at  New  York  had  been  6.60  cents  per  pound 
for  11  market  days  when  the  requirements  determination  was  increased 
on  August  30.  By  September  7  the  price  was  down  to  6.32  cents  but  by 
the  20th  was  at  6 .  50  cents  per  pound.  The  average  price  from  September 
1  through  20,  1962  was  6.40  cents  per  pound  as  compared  with  6.06 
cents  for  the  comparable  period  last  year.    The  average  spot  price  of 
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raw  sugar  from  January  1  through  September  20,  1962  was  6.44  cents 
or  0.14  cent  more  than  for  the  same  period  in  1961. 

Deliveries  during  the  month  of  August  at  about  1,094,000  tons  were  the 
highest  monthly  deliveries  since  those  of  May  1951.  Refiners'  deliv- 
eries of  784,  000  during  the  month  of  August  were  the  highest  of  record. 

Deliveries  of  sugar  for  U.S.  consumption  in  1962'^through'September  15' 
totaled  6,919,000  tons  or  146,000  tons  more  than  last  year  to  the  same 
date.  Refiners^ deliveries  were  up  326,000  tons  while  beet  sugar  deliv- 
eries were  down  169,000  tons. 

Refiners'  stocks  at  the  end  of  August  and  again  on  September  15  were 
reported  to  be  about  535,000  tons  or  162,000  tons  less  than  those  held 
either  at  the  beginning  of  August  or  the  average  stocks  on  August  31 
during  the  three  previous  years.  A  large  supply  of  raw  sugar  is  sched- 
uled to  arrive  during  the  month  of  September. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  wholesale  refined  sugar  prices  since  the 
last  Sugar  Report.  As  of  September  20  the  quoted  prices  were  as  fol- 
lows:

From  September  1-20,  1962  the  Northeast  quotation  for  refined  cane 
sugar  was  9.70  cents  per  pound  or  0.40  cent  above  the  average  for  the 
same  period  last  year.    The  average  price  January  1 -September  20, 
1962  in  this  territory   has  been   9.56  cents    or  0.09  cent   higher  than 
during  the  comparable  period  last  year. 
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The  spot  price  of  world  sugar  under  the  No.  8  contract  of  the  New  York 
Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  was  quoted  at  3.35  cents  per  pound  for  16 
market  days  ended  September  7  then  dropped  gradually  and  was  3.08  on 
September  20  and  21,  about  the  same  price  as  in  early  August.  Since 
the  beginning  of  1962,  the  New  York  world  sugar  price  shows  a  spread 
of  1.30  cents  per  pound,  from  2.05  cents  in  late  January  to  3.35  cents 
in  late  August  and  early  September. 

Since  early  August,  the  London  c.i.f.  price  dropped  less  than  the  New 
York  price  for  world  sugars  from  the  same  3.35  cents  starting  point  to 
3.19  cents.  Adjusted  to  the  New  York  price  basis  (f.o.b.  and  stowed 
Caribbean  ports),  the  London  price  was  equivalent  to  about  2.85  cents 
in  mid-September.  Independent  influences  tended  to  separate  the  two 
price  series.  The  New  York  price  was  dominated  by  demand  for  Western 
Hemisphere  supplies  and  tended  to  be  the  New  York  duty  paid  price 
rolled  back  to  Caribbean  ports  (less  freight,  tariff  and  the  2.  4  cents  per 
pound  fee  on  global  quota  sugar).  The  lower  adjusted  London  spot  price 
reflected  primarily  offerings  from  other  areas,  particularly  offerings 
of  eastern  European  raw  and  refined  beet  sugar  resulting  from  the  ap- 
proach of  harvest.  The  European  crop  is  late  and  favorable  weather  is 
urgently  needed  during  the  next  few  weeks. 

Trade  reports  indicate  that  Cuban  exports  of  sugar  for  the  first  seven 
months  of  1962  as  4,301,142  metric  tons.  Of  this  amount,  3,282,248 
tons  were  exported  to  Communist  countries  and  1,018,894  tons  to  other 
countries.  Of  the  latter  tonnage  three-eights  went  to  Japan,  three- 
eights  to  Mediterranean  countries  and  the  remaining  one-fourth  to 
scattered  destinations.  At  that  rate  Cuban  exports  have  exceeded  Janu- 
ary through  July  I960  and  1961  exports  by  about  half  a  million  tons  and 
account  for  at  least  80  percent  of  the  maximum  Cuban  1962  export  po- 
tential. A  January  through  July  maximum  for  the  recent  past  of  68  per- 
cent of  the  annual  total  was  exported  during  that  period  of  I960.  Opinion 
in  the  sugar  trade  is  that  Cuban  commitments  under  trade  agreements 
and  sales  contracts  already  made  will  result  in  a  very  low  Cuban  carry- 
over into  1963 . 
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Sugar  supply  actions  in  transition 


Throughout  the  operation  of  a  sugar  quota  system,  timing  has  been  a 
highly  important  factor  in  making  provision  for  sugar  supplies  so  that 
adequate  quantities  will  in  fact  become  available  and  that  fair  prices 
will  be  maintained.  Traditionally,  too,  the  importance  of  timing  has 
tended  to  increase  as  we  progressed  through  the  calendar  year  for  which 
the  quotas  were  established  and  any  needed  adjustments  became  larger 
in  relation  to  the  total  supply  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  The  intro- 
duction of  new  features  in  mid-1962  has  tended  to  segment  the  supply  to 
a  greater  degree  than  ever  before  and  has  raised  the  matter  of  timing 
to  a  position  of  utmost  importance. 

An  understanding  of  the  supply  situation  for  the  last  half  of  1962  needs 
to  begin  with  the  review  of  the  order  in  which  various  quantities  have 
been  added  to  the  potential  supply,  and  the  time  limit  for  arrival  applied 
to  each.  It  should  then  follow  through  as  nearly  as  possible  to  the  actual 
arrival  of  sugar  subject  to  each  quota  classification  and  time  limit.  It 
has  not  seemed  practicable  to  provide  all  of  this  detail  inx  the  "quota 
status"  tables  regularly  published  in  the  statistical  portion  of  Sugar 
Reports  (tables  ,12  to  17  on  pages  22  to  25  in  this  issue)  in  which  -the 
totals  committed  and  the  balances  remaining  to  be  committed  are  the 
foci  of  interest.  Accordingly,  this  article  attempts  to  pursue  the  perti- 
nent detail  more  fully  and  in  addition  to  afford  some  notes  on  the  inter- 
pretation of  the  regularly  published  series  on  quota  status  and  receipts 
of  offshore  supplies.  The  classification  of  all  quantities  of  sugar  estab- 
lished both  after  enactment  of  the  1962  Amendments  of  the  Sugar  Act  for 
the  last  half  of  the  year  and  those  established  during  the  first  half  of  the 
year  that  are  a  part  of  the  9,900,000  tons  total  requirements  currently 
in  effect  are  shown  in  Table  1 . 

The  mechanism  and  date  of  each  addition  to  our  supply  potential  from 
foreign  countries  during  the  period  July  1  through  September  5  and  the 
time  by  which  each  increment  is  required  to  be  supplied  is  shown  in 
Table  2.  The  date  of  each  action  and  the  time  required  for  procurement

In  actual  experience,  parts  of  the 
quantities  subject  to  the  later  deadlines  will  show  up  in  receipts  prior 
to  an  earlier  deadline.  In  other  words,  use  of  the  deadlines  indicated  as 
condition  of  authorization  of  various  purchases  assured  that  no  less  than 
about  498,000  tons  of  foreign  sugar  would  arrive  between  July  1  and 
September  30  with  the  successive  increments  shown  on  the  grand  total 
line  of  Table  2  to  arrive  no  later  than  the  dates  in  the  column  headings. 

Performance  within  the  three  types  of  allocations  -  basic  quotas  and 
deficits  for  individual  countries  and  the  global  quota  in  terms  of  sched- 
uled arrivals  in  July  and  August  are  shown  in  Table  30  Here  we  see  the 
newest  features  of  the  system  at  work.  The  global  quotas,  with  the 
added  stimulus  of  a  September  30  arrival  deadline,  accounted  for 
133,000  tons  of  scheduled  arrivals  equal  to  about  44  percent  of  the 
300,000  tons  initially  established  with  respect  to  which  the  trade  was  in 
a  position  to  schedule  shipping  prior  to  August  15. 

The  deadlines  for  arrival  that  apply  to  authorizations  against  the  global 
quota  and  allocation  of  deficits  do  not  apply  to  basic  quotas  which  per- 
tain to  the  entire  last  half  of  19620  The  "set  aside"  procedure,  another 
new  operating  device,  permits  quantities  of  sugar  to  be  identified  and 
committed  as  much  as  155  days  before  expected  arrival  or  as  much  as 
110  days  before  expected  departure  from  a  port  in  the  country  of  origin. 
This  procedure  applies  to  basic  quotas  as  well  as  to  deficit  allocations 
and  global  quotas,  limited,  in  the  two  latter  categories  by  the  earlier 
deadlines.  Shipments  subject  to  the  set  aside  are  shown  as  a  part  of 
quota  charges  in  our  regularly  published  statistics  such  as  those  in 
Tables  12  to  17  showing  quota  status  for  August  31  and  September  11. 
All  quantities  charged  to  quotas  not  subject  to  an  earlier  deadline  and 
for  which  the  arrival  date  is  not  known  theoretically  may  be  "set  aside" 
for  December  arrival  even  though  a  much  earlier  arrival  finally  might 
be  arranged.  So  far  it  has  not  been  practicable  to  analyze  charges  in 
the  regularly  published  tables  to  determine  the  extent  to  which  earlier 
arrivals  have  been  indicated  on  the  requests  for  set  asides  or  on  sub- 
sequent applications  and  reports  for  the  same  cargoes. 

If  the  July-August  arrivals  are  deducted  from  the  quantities  deadlined 
for  September  30,  the  remainder  to  arrive  in  September  and  the  quan- 
tity deadlined  October  31  differ  by  only  about  10  percent.  Such  Sep- 
terrrber  and  October  quantities  taken  together  are  about  equal  to  July-

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August  scheduled  arrivals.  Earlier  arrival  of  much  of  the  basic  quota 
quantities  shown  for  December,  particularly  from  foreign  countries 
other  than  the  Philippines,  may  produce  a  normal  trend  of  monthly 
arrivals  from  September  through  December.  The  guaranteed  arrival  by 
October  31  of  82  percent  of  the  global  582,000  tons  and  all  of  the 
423,000  tons  of  deficits  provides  a  safeguard  against  the  uncertain 
timing  of  the  351,000  ton  basic  quota  balance. 

This  effort  at  explaining  how  present  quotas  and  allocations  came  into 
being  and  have  progressed  toward  fulfillment  evolves  into  a  comparison 
of  quota  charges,  already  noted  as  part  of  the  information  published 
monthly  (Tables  12  through  17),  and  "receipts",  also  published  monthly 
but  with  a  one  month  lag  in  availability  (see  Table  10).  The  regular  user 
of  Sugar  Reports  statistics  may  be  finding  that  the  differences  between 
the  two  series  is  becoming  dis  concertingly  larger  than  in  earlier  years. 
The  reasons  already  have  been  alluded  to:  the  dispersion  of  our  supply 
sources,  more  complete  resort  to  authorizations  for  entry  before  the 
shipments  actually  depart  the  port  of  origin  and  finally,  to  the  set-aside 
rule . 
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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  JL962  SUGAR  .SUPPLIES  . 
Continuation  of  Sequence  following  Sugar  Act  Amendments  in  July  1962 

Two  supply  actions  have  been  taken  since  the  last  Sugar  Reports  went 
to  press,  details  of  which  are  shown  below: 

1 .    USDA  .Increases  Total  Sugar  Quotas:  (August  30,  1962) 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  today  announced  an  in- 
crease of  200,000  tons  in  the  determination  of  domestic  sugar  require- 
ments (total  quotas)  for  the  calendar  year  1962.  (See  table  on  page  11). 

The  increase  in  domestic  requirements  to  9,900,000  tons  is  necessi- 
tated by  strong  current  demand  and  the  fact  that  considerable  quantities 
of  foreign  and  domestic  quota  sugar  will  not  be  available  until  the  new 
harvests  begin  late  in  the  year.  Because  of  the  small  stocks  of  domes- 
tic beet  sugar  on  hand  some  of  the  1962  quota  supplies  of  beet  sugar  will 
not  reach  consumers  until  early  1963. 

The  USDA  also  determined  that  no  part  of  the  additional  quotas  an- 
nounced today  can  be  supplied  in  1962  by  Domestic  Areas,  the  Republic 
of  the  Philippines,  Mexico  or  British  Honduras,  and  determined  an 
additional  deficit  of  4,000  tons  in  the  quota  for  the  Virgin  Islands.  Ac- 
cordingly, these  deficit's  approximating  139,000  tons  have  been  added  to  4 
the  quantity  allocated  on  Aug.  15  to  Western  Hemisphere  countries 
(press  release  USDA  2905-62).  In  view  of  the  urgent  need  for  prompt 
shipment,  importation  by  Oct.  31  of  135,000  tons  of  the  additional  sugar 
made  available  as  quota  deficits  is  authorized  with  limited  regard  to 
agricultural  purchases  by  the  exporting  countries.  Applications  for  re- 
lease or  set-aside  of  specific  quantities  within  this  total  which  were 
received  on  or  before  Aug.  29  will  receive  consideration  for  approval 
as  if  they  were  all  received  on  that  date.  Only  sugar  that  cannot  be 
imported  within  individual  Western  Hemisphere  country  quota  pro- 
rations will  be  authorized  for  importation  within  this  quota  deficit 
quantity . 

Approximately  400  , 000  tons  of  the  global  quota  of  582,182  tons  has  been 
assigned  for  importation  prior  to  Sept.  30.    The  balance  of  the  global

l_l  Despite  deficit  declarations,  domestic  areas  are  entitled  to  fill  their  full  quotas  in  short  tons,  raw 
value,  as  follows:  Domestic  Beet  2,747,179;  Mainland  cane,  927,821;  Hawaii  1,1 10,000;  Puerto  Rico 
1,140,000;  Virgin  Islands  15,000. 

2/  Quota  deficits  totaling  492,678  tons  were  prorated  pursuant  to  Sec.  204(a)  of  the  Act  as  follows: 
70,000  tons,  Republic  of  the  Philippines;  422,678  tons  to  foreign  countries  in  the  Western  Hemisphere. 
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quota,  amounting  to  about  182,000  tons,  is  allotted  for  assignment  to 
countries  in  accordance  with  the  program  announced  Aug.  15  and  22. 
Any  residual  amount  not  applied  for  under  that  program  by  the  close  of 
business  Aug.  29  will  be  assigned  on  a  first-come -fir st-served  basis. 

The  Statement  of  Bases  and  Considerations  accompanying  today's  action 
follows : 

"The  increase  in  total  quota  from  9,700,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  to 
9,900,000  is  based  on  the  need  of  the  domestic  market  for  additional 
supplies  for  consumption  during  1962. 

"Total  domestic  sugar  distribution  through  August  11  was  109,000  tons 
in  excess  of  that  for  the  corresponding  period  of  1961  when  distribution 
amounted  to  9,600,000  tons  for  the  year.  However,  distribution  of  beet 
sugar  through  August  11  was  down  151,000  tons  while  distribution  of 
refined  cane  sugar  was  up  278,000  tons.  Small  stocks  of  beet  sugar 
will  restrict  distribution  of  beet  sugar  until  the  fall  harvest  gets  under- 
way and  it  is  evident  that  the  beet  sugar  marketing  quota  of  2,650,000 
tons  can  be  filled  only  by  large  constructive  deliveries  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  Such  sugar  will  not  reach  consumers  until  1963.  Thus,  additional 
supplies  of  foreign  cane  sugar  are  needed  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
consumers  during  1962. 

"Currently  market  demand  is  strong  and  sales  of  foreigr  sugar  to  this 
country  have  been  restricted  until  after  August  29  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  and  considering  offers  to  purchase  United  States  agricultural 
products  in  addition  to  ability  to  supply  sugar  promptly. 

"Sugar  prices  have  been  rising.  The  duty-paid  price  of  raw  sugar  in 
mid- August  reached  6.60  cents  per  pound  compared  with  an  average  of 
6.39  for  the  month  of  July.  On  August  20,  the  September  futures  price 
closed  at  6.76  cents  per  pound.  The  raw  sugar  price  adjusted  for  the 
change  in  the  parity  index  at  mid- July  was  6.49  cents  per  pound.  Do- 
mestic prices  of  refined  sugar  are  also  reported  to  have  strengthened 
in  response  to  the  increases  in  prices  of  raw  sugar. 

"It  is  evident  that  the  domestic  sugar  market  is  in  urgent  need  of  addi- 
tional supplies  that  can  be  received  promptly.  Previous  actions  were 
taken  to  provide  sugar  supplies  for  arrival  prior  to  the  end  of  Septem- 
ber. Apparently  additional  supplies  will  be  needed  for  that  period.  At 
the  present  time  additional  supplies  are  needed  for  October  as  well  as 
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for  September.  Accordingly,  135,000  tons  of  the  additional  sugar  made 
available  as  quota  deficits  by  this  amendment  will  be  allotted  on  con- 
dition that  it  arrive  on  or  before  October  31  with  a  priority  to  be  given 
to  earlier  arrivals .  Such  allocations  will  be  made  on  the  basis  of 
promptness  of  arrival  of  the  sugar  and  not  on  the  purchases  of  agri- 
cultural commodities  by  the  respective  exporting  country." 

"It  has  been  determined  that  the  domestic  sugar-producing  areas,  the 
Republic  of  the  Philippines  ,  Mexico  and  British  Honduras  will  be  unable 
to  supply  any  part  of  the  200,  000 -ton  quota  increase  and  that  the  Virgin 
Islands  will  be  unable  to  supply  4,  000  tons  of  the  quota  previously  estab- 
lished for  that  area.  Therefore,  the  entire  204,000  tons  to  become 
available  as  a  result  of  the  increase  in  quotas  and  determination  of 
additional  deficits  is  allocated  to  foreign  countries  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Sugar  Act  as  follows:  24,620  tons  are  prorated  to 
individual  foreign  countries  in  accordance  with  Sec.  202(c)(3);  138,941 
tons  are  allocated  to  Western  Hemisphere  countries  as  a  group  in 
accordance  with  Sec.  204(a);  and  40,  439  tons  are  allocated  to  all  foreign 
countries  (global  quota)  pursuant  to  Sec.  202(c)(4)(a)." 

2.  Sugar  Quota  Deficits  Reallocated  and  Global  Sugar  Quota  Assigned: 
(September  5,  1962)  

The  U.  S.   Department  of  Agriculture  today  announced  the  reallocation 
to  Western  Hemisphere  countries  of  approximately  323,000  short  tons, 
raw  value,   of  sugar  quotas  made  available  by  recent  deficit  determi- 
nations. It  also  announced  the  assignment  of  approximately  108 , 000  tons 
of  the  remaining  global  quota  of  182,000  tons. 

In  accordance  with  the  program  announced  August  15  (press  release 
USDA  2905-62)  consideration  was  given  in  the  reallocations  to  offers 
to  purchase  United  States  agricultural  commodities  in  addition  to  abil- 
ity to  make  prompt  deliveries.  Offers  were  received  from  10  Western 
Hemisphere  countries  of  a  total  of  approximately  662,000  short  tons  , 
raw  value,  of  sugar  to  be  supplied  under  deficit  reallocations.  These 
reallocations  currently  carry  a  premium  of  2.16  cents  per  pound,  or  an 
import  fee  of  0  .  24  cent  per  pound.  In  view  of  the  need  for  sugar  for 
early  arrival,  the  entire  deficit  was  reallocated  to  countries  offering  to 
supply  sugar  to  arrive  during  September  and  October. 
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In  today's  reallocations,  countries  offering  to  reserve  100  percent  of 
the  net  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  sugar  for  the  purchase  of  United 
States  agricultural  commodities  --E1  Salvador,  Guatemala,  and  Peru 
had  their  offers  to  supply  sugar  in  September  and  October  accepted  in 
full.  Countries  offering  to  utilize  less  than  100  percent  of  the  net  pro- 
ceeds of  sale  for  the  purchase  of  United  States  agricultural  products 
were  assigned  the  same  percentage  of  their  offers  for  September- 
October  arrival  as  they  agreed  to  spend  for  United  States  agricultural 
products  and  the  residual  quantities  of  their  offers  were  treated  the* 
same  as  offers  from  countries  not  agreeing  to  purchase  any  United 
States  agricultural  commodities. 

A  total  of  approximately  166 , 000  tons  of  quota  deficits  remained  for  re- 
allotting  without  commitment  to  purchase  United  States  agricultural 
commodities,  against  a  total  of  approximately  242,000  tons  offered. 
Reallotments  were  made  to  these  countries  on  a  uniform  basis  of  66.77 
percent . 

Applications  were  received  for  assignment  of  approximately  108,000 
tons  of  the  remaining  global  quota  of  182,000  tons.  Since  the  total  ap- 
plications were  less  than  the  quantity  available  for  assignment,  all 
applications  for  assignment  of  global  quota  were  accepted  in  full.  The 
remaining  quantity  of  approximately  74,000  tons  of  global  quota  will  be 
assigned  on  a  first-come-first-served  basis  with  a  preference,  to  the 
extent  possible,  for  early  delivery  and  for  deliveries  from  Western 
Hemisphere  countries  . 

Details  of  the  offers  and  of  the  actions  taken  are  given  in  the  table  on 
page  15.

1.  August  1962  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.  S.  consumption, 
1,094,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  up_  about  211,000  from 
July  1962  and  up  102,000  tons  from  August  1961.
